The Invidious War upon Gov. Magoffin. 
The Frankfort correspondent of tho Louis- 
ville Journal attempts to impeach the Gov- 
ernor's conduct in the following language : 

• ,#>• . ,.* '"',■ * » * » 
"With all this, I should still feel confident, 
if I had not found that good personal friends 
of Gov. Magoffin are losing all confidence in 
him. There are complaints, well-founded, 
that companies of the State Guard, organized 
when the Militia bill was first passed, cannot 
obtain tho requisite arms, while com- 
panies formed to-day under auspices of loud- 
mouthud secessionists obtain them on the first 
requisition. I find, too, that there is a deter- 
mined stand to be taken against furnishing 
the Home Guard with the means of defense, 
and one apology for such conduct is, that it 
will produce a conflict between them and tho 
State Guard, and inaugurate civil war. How 
can that be if the latter are loyal?" 
And again. 

"The whole policy of tho Governor, and the 
whole tone of his message entirely ignore 
peace, but look to precipitation. This is now 
so deeply impressed upon the public mind 
that it is" freely asserted that no loyal citizens, 
or companies of citizens, can obtain arms 
from him in future, and that if the State should 
bankrupt herself for tho next century to meet 
the present exigencies, and provide arms, no 
requisition will be filled unless the Governor 
knows the political sympathies of the men 
who aro to command the companies. This is 
lamentably true* * * * 

Now hero are four substantial accusations 
against tho Governor, neither of which will 
stand the test of scrutiny, viz: 1. That he re- 
fuses to furnish arms to tho companies first 
raised under the State Guard organization but 
promptly furnishes arms to companies lately 
formed under auspices of loud-mouthed seces- 
sionists; 2. That there is a determined stand 
against furnishing the Home Guards ; 3. That 
the whole policy of the Governor and the 
whole tone of his message ignore peaeo and 
look to precipitation ; and 4. That no requisi- 
tion for arms will be filled unless the Govern- 
or knows tho political Sympathies of the men 
whn are to command the companies. 

To all which we reply : 

That tho Governor has never refused to 
furnish arms, on legal requisition therefor, to 
any company organized, early or late, under 
the law. He has never mado any distinction 
between any companies, first or last, or at any 
time formed, organized under the law. His 
whole conduct has been strictly obedient to 
law. Ho has nover issued any arms, upon any 
requisition, excopt upon tho prior approval of 
the Inspector General, whose approval is re- 
quired bylaw; and ho has never refused to 
issue arms recommended by tho Inspector 
General. Tho intimation that he has issued 
arms to companies lately formed becauso they 
were formed undor tho auspices of secessionists, 
is a calumnious insinuation, utterly unfounded. 
Noither the Governor nor Inspector General 
has ever inquired as to tho politics of any 
company applying for arms. 

If the accusation "that there is a deter- 
mined stand to be taken against furnishing 
the Home Guards with the means of defense,' 
be meant as (not its terms but its connection 
inaptly,) an imputation upon tho Governor's 
past conduct, its injustice will be easily shown. 
Neither tho Governor nor any official author- 
ity can know tho existence of the Home 
Guards, a mere voluntary association of citi- 
zens, without legal existence, and of course 
entitled to no legal recognition. Could the 
Governor lawfully issue arms to them ? Who 
will dare say that.' Nobody assails the patri- 
otic fidelity of the Homo Guards ; but until 
they are incorporatod by law into our mili- 
tary system, tho Governor can no more le- 
gally give them arms than he could arm the 
Knights of the Golden Circle or any other 
voluntary associations unknown to tho law. 
Let the Legislature incorporate the Home 
Guards into the organized militia of the State, 
and tho Governor will as readily grant them 
arms as ho has granted them to tho State 
Guards. 

Tho policy of tho Governor and the tone 
of his message speak for themselves. If dis- 
tempered partisans, under tho dominion of 
remorseless {prejudice, who can never sec 
merit outsido of their own associations, can- 
not or will not understand the Governor's 
policy and tone, and will persist in misrepre- 
sentations founded on misconceptions, that is 
a misfortune, indeed; but a misfortune which 
in tho end will bo more detrimental to the 
political reputation and influence of the vic- 
tims of such prejudice, in the end, than to the 
Governor. This charge against the Governor 
is happily refuted by every official act of his 
term, and many of those acts aro known to 
the public already, and nono of them, as yet 
unknown to the public, will be found incon- 
sistent, when they, too, shall become known. 
Wo shall take an early occasion to group 
some of tho acts of his Excellency into one 
view — his former messages, his public speeches 
— his visits to Louisville — his negotiations 
with the Governors of Ohio and Indiana for 
peace on the borders — his letter published in 
tho Louisville Journal — his embassy to Ohio 
and Indiana, in the person of Col. Tho. L. 
Crittenden, proposing mediation between the 
Northern and Southern belligerents — his own 
personal mission for the same object, in asso- 
ciation with John J. Crittenden — his orders 
t> Maj. Tilghman and the noble mission of 
Gen. Buckner to Cairo and Columbus — his 
message at the opening of the present called 



I session of the Legislature — his response to 
resolutions of inquiry, propounded by the 
House of Representatives, published in this 
morning's Yeoman — we shall soon group all 
these and other proceedings of tho Governor 
into one view, to demonstrate to the candid, 
the just-minded and the honorable portion of 
bis fellow-citizens, how unworthy aro al! in- 
sinuations, suspicions and accusations, im- 
peaching, or attempting to impeach, the Gov- 
ernor's loyalty, patriotism and fidelity to his 
State and his constitutional obligations. They 
who assail hinron the grounds assumed by 
the Journal's correspondent, will break dow n 
in tho attempt and signally fail in destroying 
the Governor's title to the confidence and trust 
of the people of Kentucky. The true sons 
of Kentucky are a proud, brave, just-minded, 
true hearted people, who would scorn to wrong 
even the devil, and who can by no incitements 
however plausible, seductive, insidious or in- 
flamntory, sanction upon mere suspicion cor- 
roborated by no proof, any impeachment of 
tho honor and fidelity of their Chief Magis- 
trate. Beriah Magoffin is a citizen without 
fear and without reproach ; a patriot without 
guile, dissimulation or personal selfishness; a 
statesman whoso policy cannot be assailed by 
open and fair criticism ; and a gentleman j 
pure, virtuous, and lofty. Let those who 
vainly imagino they can shake tho popular 
confidence in such a citizen cease their unwor- 
thy efforts. The Governor fears no searching 
scrutiny conducted fairly, justly, and honora- • 
bly ; and the assaults upon him in a different 
spirit, will but damage the aggressors them- 
selves. 

86T" The dispatches which we publish this 
morning confirm, to its main features, our ar- 
ticle published yesterday on the war pro- 
gramme of the Federal Government.

A Return ok Barbarism. — The Admin- 
istration of Abraham Lincoln, says the Bal- 
timore Republican, is the blackest pagcof our 
country's history. The ruthless destruction 
of public property, the insane hatred of the 
South, which marks overy act of the Admin- 
istration, is worthy of the old age of barbar- 
ism, when the Northern hordes of Goths were 
poured upon the shores of France, and deso- 
lated that country with firo and sword. The 
same spirit now animates Lincoln and his 
followers. They would (if they could) deso- 
late the South, butcher its inhabitants, and 
give their property to the Vandal hordes that 
have flocked to tho despot's standard. We 
are told that the Capital is fast being ruined 
by the parties who have been quartered there 
by order of Lincoln. The impression is that 
it will eventually have to be given up to tho 
south, and when that time comes, theVandals 
will destroy it, as they did the property at 
Norfolk and Harper's Ferry. 



Position of Col. Doniphan. — Tho pres- 
ent position of Col. Doniphan, of Missouri, 
late a leading member of the Union party. ; 
but better known as a gallant officer in the ! 
Mexican war, is thus stated by the Plattsburg 
Reporter of the 25th inst. 

Gen. Doniphan's Speech. — Gen. Doni- 
phan made a speech in Liberty on last Tues- 
day, we are informed by several gentlemen 
who were present. In this speech Gen. Don- 
iphan said in substance that the secession 
of this State from the United States Govern- 
ment was inevitable, and was coming on by 
degress. 

He thought that the State. before passing 
nn ordinance of secession, should be well pre- 
pared to defend her borders and herself. He 
recommended the prompt arming of the State, 
so that she would be able to maintain her po- 
sition outside of the Union.

The Instructions to the Surveyor of the Port- 
Treason. 

The effect of the carrying out of the instruc- 
tions given by the Secretary of the Treasury 
to the Surveyor of this port, as these instruc- 
tions aro construed elsewhere, and according 
to their apparent meaning, would be so disas- 
trous to the city and the adjacent country, that 
we havo given them a careful re-reading, and 
devoted an hour to the consideration of the 
crime of treason, as detind in the Constitution 
and construed by the courts. 

What is treason against the United States? 

The Constitution says "that it shall consist 
in levying war against tho United States — or 
in adhering to their enemies, giving them aid 
and comfort." 

What is a levying of war, or adhering to 
the enemy giving them aid and comfort, has 
received several judicial interpretations. 

In the cases of Burr, Bollman, and Swart- 
wout, and Fries, it was held, that to "levy 
war'' is to raise, create, make, or carry on war. 
War can be levied only by tho employment 
of actual force, troops must be embodied, men 
must bo openly raised. Traveling of indi- 
viduals to a place of rendezvous, separately 
or together, but not in military form, is not a 
levying of war." 

Such is tho legal significance of "levying 
war." 

What is adhering to the enemy, giving 
aid, &c.'! 

"Where war is levied, all who perform a 
part, being leagued in the general conspiracy, 
commit treason.'' 

Many years ago a case was tried before 
Justice Washington, of this sort. A "natur- 
alized citizen went from on board a British 
war vessel to the shore for the ptirposeof pro- 
curing provisions. He was acquitted of trea- 
son because he did not thereby intend to "aid" 
the "enemy," being actuated so to do by a 
promise of release of himself and Comrades 
from the vessel." 

In view of this definition of treason by the 
courts, is it possible that the Administration 
has determined to regard as traitors, not only 
those citizens of independent States who are 
actually in arms against the United States, or 
giving such aid and comfort to tho enemy as 
would serve as a basis for an indictment by a 
grand jury, but to punish for treason the 
whole people of those Slates, and all who sell, 
ship to, or carry for any of the citizens of such 
States any arms, munitions of war, provisions 
and other supplies? 

This would appear to be the meaning of the 
instructions of Mr. Secretary Chase; but this 
construction of the law against treason is so 
forced that no court of justice would sustain 
it, no lawyer would maintain it, and no jury 
would be influenced by it. 

We trust that further explanations from 
Washington will indicate that it is not intend- 
ed to interrupt the "regular" and ordinary 
commerce of the port; that provisions may as 
heretofore be shipped South, in the usual 
channels of business; that there is no authori- 
ty to "seize and detain," unless the shipments 
are for "military combinations" in the South; 
that shipments in good faith to planters, mer- 
chants and others, may still be made. 

We hope that this will bo the case, for as I 
palpable as have been the usurpations of the j 
Administration, and as open as its violations i 
of laws which each member of it has solemnly j 
sworn to execute, we can not believe that it ' 
will venture to so grossly violate the feelings 
of the peoplo of a State which at most has j 
occupied a neutral position in this war waged j 
against her institutions and rights equally j 
with those of her Southern sisters, and strike 
a death blow at her interests, by invading her 
soil under circumstances which would admit 
of no justification or palliation.

We publish below a copy of *he circu- 
lar issued from the Treasury Department, at 
Washington, to tho Surveyor of Customs in 
tho different cities throughout the country. 
The circular received by W. N. Haldeman is 
substantially the samo, wo believe, except it 
is directed to him, as the Surveyor of Louis- 
ville, instead of Cincinnati: 

Circular to Collectors, Surveyors, and ether of- 
ficers of the Customs on the Xorihcm wa- 
ters of the L'nited States. 
Treasury Department, May 2d, 1861. 
On the f9th of April, 1861, the President 
< f the United States, by proclamation, de- 
clared the ports of South Carolina, Georgia, 
/lorida, Alabama, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
i.\ d Texas, under blockade; and on the 27th of 
tl ■ same month, by another proclamation, de- 
cla ed the ports of Virginia and North Car- 
olina also under blockade, since which pro- 
Hat ttion this Department has received re- 
liabe information that nttempts are frequent- 
ly m de to furnish arms, munitions of war, 
provi ions and other supplies to persons and 
part'u in those States in open insurrection 
again t the constitutional authorities of the 
Unir i. 

It oceomcs my duty, therefore, to instruct 
you o cause a careful examination lobe made 
of < .ie manifests of all steam or other vessels, 
de - arting from your port with cargoes whose 
ul tmatc destination yoi» have satisfactory 
r ason to believe is under the control of such 
'.lsurrectionary parties, and to compare the 
same with the cargo on board; and if any 
such manifest be found to embrace any arti- 
cles of the description before mentioned, or 
any such articles be found to constitute part 
of the cargo, you will take all necessary and 
proper measures to prevent the departure of 
the vessel, and to detain the same in your cus- 
tody until all such articles be removed there- 
from, and for further proceedings according 
to law. 

You will also make a careful examination 
of all flatbonts and other water craft without 
manifest, and of railroad cars and other ve- 
hicles arriving at or leaving your port, laden 
with merchandise, tho ultimate destination of 
which you have good reason to believe is for 
any port or place under insurrectionary con- 
trol, and if arms, munitions of war, provisions, 
or other supplies are found having such desti- 
nation, you will seize and detain the same to 
await the proper legal proceedings for confis- 
cation or forfeiture. 

In carrying out these instructions, you will 
bear in mind that all persons or parties in 
armed insurrection against the Union, how- 
ever such persons or parties may bo organized 
or named, are, engaged in levying war against 
the United States; and that all persons fur- 
nishing to such insurgents arms, munitions of 
war, provisions or otber supplies, are giving 
them aid and comfort, and so guilty of trea- 
son within the terms of the second section of 
the third article of the Constitution; and you 
will therefore use your utmost vigilance and 
endeavors to prevent the prohibited ship- 
ments, and to detect and bring to punishment 
all who are in any way concerned in furnish- 
ing to such insurgents any of tho articles 
above described. 

Yon will, however, on the other hand, be 
careful not to interrupt vexatiously or beyond 
nece«sity, by unwarranted or protracted de- 
tentions and examinations, the regular and 
lawful commerce of your port. 

You will report forthwith whether any, and 
if any, what additional measures may be 
necessary, in your judgment, to carry into 
full effect tho foregoing directions; and you 
will rcpo'rt to this Department from time to 
time your action under these instructions.

From Washington. 

Washington, May 10. 
The War Department has received a dis 
patch from Gen. Butler, stating tfiat ho ha< 
seized the famous steam-gun, built by Winans 
of Baltimore, who attempted to send it U 
Harper's Ferry for the Virginians. 

Secretary Cameron sends the compliment 
of the Government to Gen. Butler, and com- 
mands him to seize everything contraband 
being sent to the rebels. 

Orders will be issued to arrest Winans 
who, if he is caught, will be treated summa 
rily. He is the same man who gave $o0(),00( 
to aid the secessionists in their work ol 
trea.-on. 

Orders from the War Department for the 
rigorous treatment of all traitors, have been 
transmitted to every officer in commission 
Messages have been passing constantly be- 
i tween tho Government and Cairo. Trouble is 
1 anticipated there every night. Messengers 
have been dispatched to-day to Cairo, jind ' 
i other points, ordering the concentration of a j 
| large body of Western troops at that point. 
The President is receiving daily hearty res- j 
pones from Tennessee, Kentucky, and Mary- , 
land. A brigade from each of the three States 1 
will soon be in the field. There is much anx- I 
iety about the result of the great Union meet- I 
ing at Wheeling on Monday next. We have t 
MtUT iitces here that they will memoralizo the : 
Government for protection from the rebels, j 
and put 5,000 men in the field for the Union, j 
The Government is in constant receipt of of- 
fers to arm and carry on private expeditions [ 
against the seceded States. None of them t 
will be accepted. I 
The Government docs not propose to follow , 
the piratical example of Jctf. Davis. Secre- 1 
tarv Cameron has received already proffers 
of 90,000 men— 20,000 more than called for. | 
There is a great rush of regiments to secure 
their acceptance for the war. Government 
scouts discovered, this morningabout4 o clock, 
a body of about 600 men, leaving Alexandria 
in the direction of Culpepper. They had 
several wagons loaded under guard, supposed 
to contain provisions for the State troops a^ 
Culpepper. 

Advices from Frederick state that four or 
five companies ; numbering about 300 Seces- 
sionists passed through that place last night, 
and took supper there, en route for Virginia, 
from Baltimore. They were a squalled set. 

1,800 Ohio troops encamped at Lancaster, 
Pa., are on their way here, and other regi- 
ments from Pennsylvania aro also moving 
towards tho Federal Capital. Col. Baker s 
California regiment has been accepted. 

There is to be a concentration of troops at 
Fort Powhatan, on the James river, and at 
City Point, on York river. 

Major Anderson left for the North this 
morning. 

Tho President has issued a proclamation, 
setting forth that insurrection exists in the 
State of Florida, by which the lives, liberty, 
and property of loyal citizens are endanger- 
ed, and it is deemed proper that all needful 
means should be taken for the protection of 
such citizens, and all officers of the United 
States in the discharge of their public duties. 
The President directs the commanders of tho 
public forces on the Florida coast to permit 
no person to exercise any civil authority upon 
the Islands of Key West, Tortugas, or Santa 
Rosa, which may be inconsistent with the 
laws of the United States. 

Transportation vessels passing up and down 
the Potomac arc armed with heavy guns, 
shotted and primed, instructed to tire at the 
first sign of hostile demonstrations. 

The war steamer Navasota came up the 
river last flight. Sho reports no batteries as 
yet erected on the right bank. Alexandria 
is reported to be occupied by 1,000 rebels.

Washington, May 11. 
The Cabinet has decided to sustain the 
Union men in Virginia, Tennessee, and Mis- 
souri, with a prompt and efficient force. 

It appears that the Legislature of Tennes- 
see, on tho 7th, appropriated S500,OUO for 
arming the State. 

Passengers from Montgomery stato that 
Jeff Davis's reception at the White House is 
postponed till the 10th of June. 

A battalion of Louisiana troops left Rich- 
mond on the 8th, on secret service. 

Several prominent New Yorkers at Wash- 
ington have raised (160,000 to purchase arms 
for the Western Virginia Unionists, and 
more money yet to come. 



From St. Louis. 

St. Louis, May 11. 

Many conflicting rumors prevail relative to 
the cause of the tiring on the crowd of spec- 
tators at Camp Jackson last evening. Some 
say that rocks, bricks, and other missiles were 
hurled at the volunteers, smashing muskets, 
breaking limbs, and otherwise wounding them; 
while others assert the contrary. An eye- 
witness who stooia few feet behind the troops 
that fired, states positively that no rocks were 
thrown, and no pistols fired by the crowd. 
That the only provocation given was abusive 
epithets launched at the Germans in the ranks. 
It is known, however, that after the firing 
commenced, shots were tired by parties in the 
crowd, wounding several soldiers. It is un- 
derstood that a thorough investigation of the 
matter has been ordered by dipt. Lyon, when 
the truth will be known. Several of the 
troops are already under arrest. It is diffi- 
cult to learn the names of the killed, in con- 
sequence of their speedy removal by friends; 
but a full list will be obtained to-day. 

The troops engaged in the capture of Camp 
JacksonJ were the 1st, 2d, 3d, and 4th regi- 
ments of United States volunteers, under 
Cols. Blair. Boernstein, Sigcll, and Shultney, 
and the 3d and 4th regiments U. S. Reserve, 
corps, formerly the Home (iuard, vnder Cols. 
McNcal and Brown. Capt. Lyon was se- 
riously, but not dangerously kicked by a 
horse in the camp grounds. The United 
States troops are now in posession of Camp 
Jackson, with all its equippage, tents,[provi- 
sions, &c, 

The Pacific and North Missouri railroad 
depots aro occupied by volunteers. 



From Baltimore. 

Baltimore, May 11. 

By an arrival from Old Point Comfort, we 
learn that that post is now fully prepared to 
resist any attack. The Cumberland, Pawnee, 
Montieello, and the Yankee, are off Fortress 
Monroe inforcing the blockade. The steamer 
Yankee pursued an armed schooner on Thurs- 
day up York river, but after proceeding a 
short distance was fired upon from a concealed 
battery, and compelled to return. A number 
of Government steamers are concentrating up- 
on the Potomac, all heavily armed. 

Southern troops are concentrating in tho 
vicinity of Norfolk. An Alabama regiment 
of 1,100 men, and 80 cadets of the same 
State, had just arrived and encamped in the 
vicinity of Fort Norfolk. The Virginians 
now have five batteries in Norfolk harbor. 

Philadelphia, May 11. 
Col. Anderson and Mrs. Lincoln and suite, j 
arrived here last night. The former is to be 
officially received in Independence Hall this 
afternoon. He will be escorted there by the 
military. 



The Tribune's Washington correspondence 
says the people of Tennessee are to vote on 
the question of secession in July. The strug- 
gle promises to be close and desperate, and 
may end in bloodshed between the traitors 
and loyal men. Col. Campbell will be the 
Union candidate for Governor, and will take 
the Held against tho secessionists. 

Insurrection. 

Rising Sun, la., May 11. 

The reported insurrection in Owen and 
Gallatin counties originated as follows : An 
old lady met two negroes with guns, became 
frightened, and told her minister that the ne- 
groes were rising. The minister at once 
mounted his horse and spread the alarm. 
There was intense excitement in Boone coun- 
ty, opposite this place, last night. The mili- 
tary were under arms all night waiting for 
the signal gun to cross to their assistance. 

Sandy Hook, May 11. 

The Great Eastern has arrived with three 
days later news to May 1st. 



From Harrisburg. 

Harrishuro, May 10. 

A letter has been received from an officer 
at Harper's Ferry, saying that the troops 
there are provided with inferior arms and are 
badly provisioned. He thinks their chance 
of success in a conflict with the Federal troops 
is very bad, and thinks an attack by any thing 
like an adequate force would prove successful. 
The writer is an- officer of skill und twenty 
years' service. 

A confident expectation prevails in high 
circles that a battle will be fought between 
Richmond and Washington in ten days. 

Uarrisiiuro, May 10. 

Troops from New York will hereafter pass 
through this place, arriving by tho East Jer- 
sey Road and going to Baltimore over tho 
Northern Central Railroad. The cars reach 
Washington quicker and cheaper than by the 
Annapolis route. 

Application has been mado by private par- 
ties of the Eastern States to Governor Curtin 
to permit bodies of armed free blacks to pass 
through Pennsylvania. They met with an 
unconditional refusal, and great satisfaction is 
expressed here at the Governor's decision. 
Their applications were to arouse the slaves 
of the Southern States to rebellion. 



From Washington. 

Washington, May 10. 
The States of Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois 
will be sub-divided into several military de- 
partments called the Department of Ohio. 
Gen. .McClcnnan, of Ohio, is assigned to the 
command. 

The President lias issued an order to all ar- 
my officers except those who entered the of- 
fice since the 1st of April, that they shall 
take and subscribe a new oath of allegiance. 

At least 300,000 volunteers have tendered 
their services to the government. 

A large train of cars arrived this morning 
with troops, who passed uninterruptedly 
through Baltimore.

The Nnshvillo Patriot, perhaps the 
ablest organ of the late Union party in the 
State, gives its views of the present position 
of affairs as follows : 

We are induced to believe that thcro are a 
few well-meaning persons in this State who 
honestly believe that the Union still exists, 
and arc eager for its perpetuation. They 
seem to think that the Union is wholly dis- 
connected from the Administration at Wash- 
ington, and from the war. They argue that 
though the Chicago platform, and the official 
power which seems to force it at tho point of 
the bayonet upon us, is unacceptable, it is our 
duty to stay in the Union, which is violated 
in every essential respect by acts already 
committed, in tho hope that we may bo able 
to expel that Administration from power at the 
endof four years. These persons should know 
that tho North is already unitod to a man 
against us; that the political party issues of 
the past can not possibly be the issues of the 
future; that submission at present is submis- 
sion for all time; and that yielding to one vi- 
olation of the Constitution is yielding to its 
total violation. With the whole North in one 
compact body against the South, what, we 
would inquire, can we expect from that quar- 
ter? 

Nothing but indefinite aggression, to submit 
to which would be unspeakably disgraceful 
and cowardly. What man can you elect 
President hereafter who' will not carry out 
the same svstem of aggression upon your 
rights ? What hope have you that your 
present inequality and degradation will" not 
continue? Who has given assuranco that 
any right will hereafter be accorded to you 
save such as will suit a tyrannical majority, 
composed of those hostile to your institutions, 
your interest, and your liberty? We ask 
you to ponder these questions. 

We are further induced to believe that there 
are a few other men in the State, who, doubt- 
ing the ability of the South to sustain itself 
against the North, or who arc ignorant of tho 
bearings of the struggle, or unfriendly to the 
institution of slavery, are willing to hang on 
to "tho Union," though it has ceased to exist. 
With such men argument is unnecessary. 
They are traitors to themselves and to their 
country; and so soon as the State formally 
declares its independence, which we trust will 
be very soon, they will assume the attitude of 
tories. And, since they will profess to be 
law-abiding men, thero should be a law enact- 
ed for their special benefit. They are men 
whose heads are in the North, their bodies in 
the South ; and their necks should be stretched 
to make up the difference.

GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 

Commonwealth of Kentucky, 1 
Executive Department. / 
(tcntlemen of the House of Representatives : 

Three different scries of resolutions, adopted 
by your honorable body, asking information 
touching subjects of public interest, are beforo 
inc. Several of these resolutions cover the 
same point of inquiry, and they are all so 
nearly connected in purpose and character 
us to enable me, without impropriety, to em- 
body in one reply all the information I have 
to communicate. 

■ There has been no official corretpondence 
"between myself or any authorized agent, and 
, the President of the Confederate States, or 
any officer, agent, or commissioner of said 
President or government. 

No requisition lias been mado upon Ken- 
tucky for troops by any officer of the Confed- 
erate States. 

In this connection I deem it proper to men- 
tion, that on or about the 22d ult., I received 
a telegraphic note, dated Montgomery, Ala- 
bama, and signed L. P. Walker, Secretary of 
"War. In that note Mr. Walker expressed 
the belief, based upon my previous response 
to the requisition of the United States Gov- 
ernment, that our people were prepared to 
unite in repelling the common enemy of the 
South, recited the fact that Virginia needed 
our aid, and requested me to send one regi- 
ment to rendezvous at Harpers Ferry, with- 
out delay. I promptly, and in the fewest 
words, declined to comply with the request. 
Manifestly I could have made no other reply. 
As the Governor of the State. I had no au- 
thority in the premises, and I did not for a 
moment regard the request of Mr. Walker as 
an official communication, so far as my i-xec- 
Ulive functions were involved. Die notes 
were interchanged during my visit to J.ouis- 
ville, were not held to be of an official char- 
acter, and no copies were preserved. Ihe 
.riginal note of Mr. Walker was retained, 
i nd is herewith transmitted for your inspec- 
tion. , ... 

I'pou the recent commencement of hostili- 
ties between the United States Government 
Md the Confederate States, the Comnion- 
.ealth of Kentucky, as you arc well aware, 
was almost entirely" defenseless. The vigor- 
ous measures instituted by the President of 
the United States for the .overthrow of the 
Confederate States Government, and the re- 
c uc ion of the people of the seceded Mates to 
submissive allegiance to his administration, at 
once aroused the wildest excitement in the 
non-slaveholding States: and create! the 
most imminent danger of lawJess invasion ol 
our soil by the peoplo of the contiguous States 
on the North. Not only was civil war inau- 
gurated but for a time it seemed that the pop- 
ulace of the Northern States would not await 
the authorized direction and organization ol 
their hostilities. In the midst of tlnsmighty 
convulsion Kentucky stood unarmed and de- 
f nseless, her soil unprotected from hostile in- 
vasion, and her citizens exposed to any as- i 
sault which the mad fanaticism of the hour | 
might suggest. From every section of the 
State came up to me the most urgent appeals 
for arms. My table was covered with earn- 
est petitions of loval citizens, asking from 
their State the means of self-protection. No 
time was to be lost. Every day of delay in- 
creased the difficulties of procuring arms and 
munitions. It was manifest none could be 
procured from the North. As communicated 
to you in mv recent message, I did then as- 
sure,.' the responsibility of dispatching agents 
to tho points } thought most available, with 
instructions to make known the postuie of 
our State, and the defenseless condition of its 
people, and, if possible, purchase arms. 

I authorized and employed Dr. Luke I . 
Blackburn, of the city of Louisville, to pro- 
ceed to the States of Arkansas and Louisi- 
ana, and instructed him, first, to explain to 
the Governors of those States the position of 
Kentucky as being an attitude of strict self- 
defense, to make known our defenseless situa- 
tion, and then to contract for the most effect- 
ive arms and munitions upon the best terms 
he could arrange. That I may be clearly un- 
derstood, I mention here that about the same 
time, in pursuance to the line of policy I had 
adopted for the maintenance of peace and the 
prevention of anv collision along our North- 
ern border, I accredited Gen. S. B. Buckncr 
an a<-ent to proceed to Indianapolis and Jef- 
ferson City, with instructions to explain to 
the Governors of those States the position of 
Kentucky. His instructions in regard to the 
position 'held by Kentucky were identical 
with those given to Dr. Blackburn. The at- 
titude of Kentucky was represented alike to 
all tho State authorities with whom I was in 
any mode in communication. Gen. Buckncr 
was prevented from visiting Indianapolis by 
an unforeseen call to Cairo, Ills., thenatureof 
which will be fully understood from the cor- 
respondence herewith transmitted. 

I constituted Messrs. Hewitt, Norton & Co., 
of New Orleans, the agents of the State, in- 
structed to inspect, receive, pay for, and for- 
ward to this State such arms and munitions 
as were contracted for by Dr. Blackburn. At 
a later day, I constituted Hewitt, Norton & 
Co., the so*lo agents of tho State in the pre- 
mises. _ ■ , 

I constituted Mr. A. O. Brannin and Mr. 
B. J. Adams, of the city of Louisville, the 
agents of tho State, to transmit to Hewitt, 
Norton & Co., the funds so used by them, as 
■ same might be needed, and transferred to 
credit the amount advanced to me by 
the tnrco banks mentioned in my recent mes- 

""upon application made to me by certain 
members of the Louisville city council, I 
handed to the gentlemen selected by that body 
to go to Virginia and purchase arms, ma- 
chinery, &c, for the city of Louisville, a let- 
ter of introduction addressed to Gov. Letcher 
of that State. I verbally requested those 
gentlemen, when they had procured tho re- 
quisite arms and machinery for the city of 
Louisville, to contract for similar supplies for 
the State of Kentucky, and report to me the 

At the request of Mr. nenry R. Orr, a cit- 
izen of Uourbon county, who was proceeding 
to the southern States as the agent of citizens 
of that county, to procure arms, I gave him 
letters of introduction to the Governors of 
several of those States. I also verbally re- 
requested him to report to me at what points 
and on what terms arms could be procured 
for the State. . 

Dr Luke P. Blackburn, as the agent of the 
State, succeeded in purchasing the following 
arms and munitions :

I have referred your resolution inquiring 
for the amount of arms heretofore received 
from the Federal Government, tho number 
now on hand, and how distributed, to the 
Quartermaster General, whose report, when 
received, will be transmitted to you. Much 
of the information asked for may be found in 
the reports of the Quartermaster General and 
tho Adjutant General, heretofore transmitted 
to you.

KENTUCKY LEGISLATURE. 



Has tho General Government tho Constitution- 
al Bight to Coerce 1 

It is a great mistake to suppose the framers 
of the Constitution never had in contempla- 
tion, and thsjefore failed to provide, for the 
contingency which now exists in our national 
affairs. The following extracts will not only 
show the contrary, but will clearly demon- 
strate that Lincoln has no Constitutional 
right to make war upon the Southern States. 
Mr. Randolph, in trie Federal Convention 
which formed the Constitution, introduced 
resolutions in which we find the following 
clause : 

"And to call forth the forces of the Union 
against any member of the Union failing to 
fulfill its duty under the article thereof." 

When this clause came up for discussion, 
Mr. Madison, author of a large portion of the 
"Federalist," and subsequently President of 
the United States, observed — 

'•That the more he reflected on tho use of 
force, the more he doubted the practicability, 
the justice, and the efficacy of it, when applied 
to people collectively and not individually. 
A union of the States containing such an in- 
gredient seemed to provide for its own de- 
struction. The use of force against a State 
would look more like a declaration of war 
than an infliction of punishment, and would 
probably be considered by the party attacked 
as a dissolution of all previous compacts by 
which it might bo bound. He hoped such a 
system would he framed as might render this 
recourse unnecessary, and moved that the 
clause be postponed. " 

This motion was agreed to nrm.eon. (Elli- 
ot's Debates, vol.5, page 140.) The subject 
came up subsequently, and after debate, in 
which Mr. Gerry, of Massachusetts, declared: 

"That he was against letting looso the myr- 
midons of the United States on a State with- 
out its own consent. 

The clause was rejected, notwithstanding 
the protest of Governor Morris, of New York, 
that "we first form a strong man to protect 
us, and at the same time wish to tie his hand* 
behind him." (Vol. 6, page 438.) 

When the Constitution was submitted to 
the State for ratification, Alexander Hamil- 
ton, in the New York Convention, remarked: 

"It has been observed, to coerce the States 
is one of the maddest projects that was ever 
devised. A failure of compliance will ever 
bo confined to a single State. This being the 
case, can we suppose it wise to hazard a civil 
war? What a picture doe* this idea present 
to our view. A complying State at war with 
a non-oomph Iiil' State; Congress marching 
the troops of one State into the bosom of an- 
other; this State collecting auxiliaries and ; 
forming, perhaps, a majority against the Fed- 
eral head. Here is a nation at war with itself. 
Can any reasonable man be well disposed to- j 
wards a government which makes war and 
carnage the only means of supporting itself — 
a government that can exist only by the 
sword. Every such war must involve the in- 
nocent with the guilty. This single consider- 
ation should be sufficient to dispose every ! 
peaceable citizen against such a government. 
But can we believe that one State will ever , 
puffer itself to be used as an instrument of co- j 
ercion? The thing is a dream; it is impossi- 
ble." 

Gov. Ellsworth, of Connecticut, who was a 
prominent member of the Federal Conven- 
tion, while explaining the proposed Constitu- ' 
tion to the Conventiop of that Stato which 
subsequently ratified it, said: 

"Hence we see how necessary for the Union 
is a coercive force. The only question is, 
shall it be a coercion of law, or a coercion of | 
arms? There is no other possible alternative. 
Where will those who oppose a coercion of 
law come nut? Where will they end? A 
necessary consequence of their principles is a 
war of the States, one against the other. I i 
am for coercion by law, that coercion which 
acts only upon delinquent individuals. This 
Constitution does not attempt to coerce sov- 
ereign bodies, States, in their political capaci- 
ty. No coercion is applicable to such bodies 
but that of an armed force. If we should at- 
tempt to execute the laws of the Union by 
sending an armed force against a delinquent 
State, it would involve the good and bad. the 
innocent and guilty, in the same calamity. 
(Elliott's Debates, vol. 2. page 197.) 

The same sentiments substantially were ut- 
tered by Messrs. Dawes and Rufus King, of 
Massachusetts, and Mr. McKean, of Pennsyl- 
vania, in the debates on the Constitution ; and 
as late as 1820, during the Missouri Compro- 
mise agitation, Thomas .Jefferson, in a bitter 
to Mr. Rush, in furtherance of the idea which 
be embodied in the Declaration of Indepcn- 
j dence, says : 

"We exist, and are quoted as standing 
proof, that a Government so modeled as to 
rest continually on the will of the whole so- 
ciety, is a practical Government." (Randall's 
life "of Jefferson, toI. 3, page 468.) 

Wo thus find that the doctrine of the co- 
ercion of a Slate by the Federal Government, 
not only did receive attention from the 
framers of the Constitution, but was emphat- 
ically denounced as "civil war," and definite- 
ly rejected by the Convention.

UNDERWOOD, proposed to purchase 
forty thousand stand of arms ; and that he, 
(Mr. M.,) thought the purchase of that amount 
of arms would require a corresponding ex- 
penditure, that would probably equal that 
proposed by the committee. Those 40,000 
Belgian rifle-muskets would be worthless un- 
less placed in the hands of men to use them if 
necessary. The only objection he had heard 
urged against the bill was too large an appro- 
I priation. He regarded the appropriation asa 
| small one, when the interests to be subserved 
I byit istaken intoaccount. It did not amount 



to two per cent of the taxable property of the 
State. Ho thought/ the State could well af- 
ford the amount appropriated, when its ex- 
penditure was for the protection of her rights 
and honor. If tho object of the House was 
to place the State in a thorough position of 
defense, a less sum than that indicated will 
not answer. Ho proposed to commence upon 
a scalo that would insure efficiency; and a 
less sum than that proposed would not meet 
that object. 

Mr. UNDERWOOD said be was opposed 
to a standing army of 10,000 men, as it would 
involve a heavy expense to the State; but it 
he thought it wits necessary for our liberties, 
he would vote for twice that numberof men. 
He did not think that the North or South, 
would attack Kentucky if she was prepared 
to strike back. He was opposed to calling a 
single man into the field at present; but de- 
sired to bo prepared with arms, inc., to repel 
any attack that might be made. He thought 
the appropriation of six millions of dollars ex- 
cessive; and proposed to start with two mil- 
lions. He desired that one half of the arms 
purchased should be placed in the hands of the 
Home Guard. 

Mr. HODGE said he had come here to do 
his duty; yet with every throbing of his 
heart beating in sympathy for the South, if it 
vere possible for Kentucky to remain neutral, 
he would favor that position heartily. 

Mr. LANNOM said that in order to make the 
militia of Kentucky effective, it must act as a 
unit. It was proposed to organize the Home 
Guard as a distinct body from theState Guard.- 
It was not to be under the orders of the 
Commander-in-Chief, of the Militia, but to 
act as a posse cotnitatus to quell mobs, &c. The 
State Guard are now authorized to act as a i 
posse cornitatus, and to create another body | 
for the same purpose might res alt in a conflict 
of the two poses. He was opposod to arm- 
ing the Home Guard at the public expense. ) 

He favored tho calling out the militia for 
camp drill, a few thousand properly dis- 
ciplined would form a nucleus around 
which Kentuckians could rally with confi- 
dence and safety, if the State was ever in- 1 
vaded. He thought it was our interest to 1 
throw off our allegiance to the old Govern-! 
ment, and join our fortunes with the South-, 
crn Confederacy. Ho thought Kentucky 
ought to take sides one way or theothcr, when , 
that decision was made, he would submit to it. | 

Mr. RODMAN thought that Kentucky 
could and ought to assume an armed neutral- 
ity. He was opposed to joining the Southern i 
States, and breaking up the Union. Hesym- | 
pathized with the South ;,but he did not de- 
sire to loose his head, on account of that sym- 
pathy. He thought tho position that Ken- 
tucky takes is a case of life and death. He 
spoke at some length to Kentucky remaining 
neutral. 

.Mr. EW r ING said he could not see how 
Kentucky could assume an armed neutrality, 
though he hoped it could be done. He feared 
that the armed neutrality of Kentucky would 
amount to no more than to permit Lincoln to I 
march his armies into the State, but to fight I 
tho troops of the Southern Confederacy, if | 
they place foot upon our soil. 

He acknowledged that his sympathies are I 
with the South, and he would like to see Ken- | 
tucky to-day, with the Southern Confederacy. 
The Northern part of the State may permit ; 
the army of the North to invade the State, 1 
tear up railroads, iVc. But when that time • 
arrived the people of his section would not , 
submit, but go. if necessary, to the South for j 
arms to repel the invasion. 

The question upon the reference was first 
taken, and it was decided in the affirmative — 
yeas 02, nays 31. 

Mr. FINN moved to amend tho third res- 1 
olution of the instructions proposed by Mr. i 
Underwood by striking out all of said resolution I 
after the word "State, and insert, "said bill 
shall proyide that said Home Guard bo not 
inconsistent with the military organization of 
the State, said Home Guard to be furnished 
with arms by the State." Adopted. 

Mr. BURNAM moved that the committee 
be also instructed to report in the bill the i 
names of a suitable commission for the pur- ' 
chase and distribution of the arms, equip- \ 
ments, &c, provided for in the bill. And 
also to append to the bill a section providing ] 
that no officer, soldier, or other person in tho i 
military service of the State, shall be subject 
to arrest, trial, or punishment for refusing to , 
execute, or for disobedience to, any unlawful 
military order or command whatever. , 
Mr. l'.Wl NO moved, as a substitute to Mr. ' 
UNDER WOOD'S instructions, that the com- 
mittee be instructed to bring in a bill appro- 
priating two and one-half millions of dollars 
for the defense of the State. 

Mr. GAITHER moved tho previous ques- 
tion. Sustained. 

A division was had upon Mr. BURNAM S : 
motion, and the first section adopted by tho 
following vote: yeas 00, nays 32. 

The latter section was then rejected by the ; 
following vote: yeas 43, nays 52. 

The substitute proposed bv Mr. EWING 
for the instructions of Mr. UNDERWOOD 
was then rejected — yeas 43, nays 51. 

The instructions proposed by Mr. UNDER- 
WOOD were then adopted:

Insurrection Among Ohio Troopa at Camp 
Harrison. 

By private advices we are informed of a 
grand row and insurrection among Lincoln's 
volunteers, at Camp Harrison, Cincinnati. 
It occurred on Wednesday last, yet the papers 
up there have not yet heard the news. The 
list of killed and wounded we did not get, but 
fear (hat none were killed outright, though a 
good many were badly wounded. The mass 
of the men in the camp had been in partial 
revolt for several days, but the immediate 
cause of the row we did not ascertain, beyond 
the fact that there was abloody fight, in which 
fully five hundred men participated. The 
inclosure was torn down, tents rent, and ma- 
terial scattered to the winds by the mob, who 
assailed each other with fence rails, palings, 
fist and skull, turning the military camp into 
a pandemonium. Unfortunately the great 
mass of the combatants had no offensive arms, 
and could only batter each other's noses. The 
officer in command finally succeeded in quell- 
ing the mutiny by marching an armed force 
against them, and threatening to dose them 
with cold lead. The musketeers finally con- 
quered a peace, and comparative order was 
restored. 

We also learn that privates, musicians, and 
purveyors to the army in that quarter are de- 
serting in scores. This is only tho beginning 
of the end. — Lou. Courier.
